xx VANUATU. 11835, Nov 26 at 0729, and 7890 at 0738, JBA carriers from 
harmonix of 3945 R. Vanuatu (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk VANUATU. 11835, Nov 27 at 0747, JBA carrier from RV 3 X 3945; 
stronger than 7890 = 2 X 3945, which is JJBBA (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 11835, Nov 28 at 0733, JBA carrier from RV X 3, but not 
detectable RV X 2 = 7890 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk VANUATU. 7890, Nov 29 at 0729, JBA carrier from RV 2 X 3945; 11835,

when I am getting TPs, see KIRITIMATI, is on 711, likely remnant 

of 300 kW Morocco. Axually that is in occupied WESTERN SAHARA, 
northern part but well south of the ‘border’ with imperialist Morocco. 
Timeanddate.com shows a.k.a. *‘El Aaiun, Iqlim Al Uyun, Iqlim Al

7731 CW, Nov 24 at 0747, in the still total absence of 
WRMI, JBA Morse code, brief transmissions ending in K, but can’t copy 
ID nor do they sound exactly repetitive like a marker. Consensus of 5 
hits from 2019 to 2021 in UDXF iog is: Russian military, a QSX 
frequency sent on others (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 9380.427, Nov 24 at 0742, JBA carrier with fading. No 
idea what, no broadcaster listed now on 9380 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 9490, Nov 24 at 0740, open carrier S7/S9. Only thing 
listed now is PBS Xizang/Tibet, surely not that. Maybe test from 
ISSoudun, France? Which Wolfgang Bueschel says has replaced a 
defective off-frequency transmitter for the R. Republica relays much 
earlier? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 21599.22 approx., Nov 28 at 1639, JBA carrier, only sig 
on 13mb besides 21630 BBC Ascension. This is probably a local birdie 
as nothing is listed now on 21600, but logged just in case. Algeria 
and Bulgaria prefer ‘even’ frequencies. Later, still there at 1952, so 
never mind (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
